glo-Saxon education is a combination 
and entire power. 
Personal influence 
and magnetism has a better sway when 
the class is clustered before you; try 
to reach the non magnetic members. 
Habit of doing makes any task tolera­ 
ble: get the troublesome fellow started 
once. 
The teacher, 
he 
concluded, 
must be well qualified else he or she 
will lack the assurance to present. 
Good eyes and ears and ability to put 
a perfectly clear question are also im­ 
portant.

dent Tighe's Appeal to the Mem­ 


bers Was Successful. 


Joliet. Aug. 16.—The four lodges of 
tie 
Amalgamated 
association 
em­ 
ployes of the Illinois Steel company 
at the Joliet mills, by a unanimous 
vote decided last night to obey the 
strike order of President Shafter. The 
conference was in session from about 
3 o’clock Thursday afternoon until a 
o’clock last night before the decision 
was reached. 
The steel mills were 
closed at noon Thursday to enable the 
members of the association to attend 
the meeting, which was called by Na­ 
tional Assistant Secretary Tighe. af­ 
ter his arrival here Thursday morn­ 
ing. 
He was accompanied by 
Vjce 
President 
Davis, of the fourth dis­ 
trict Both men presented the side of 
Hie association to the local members. 
It was argued that in order to secure 
the organization of non-union work­ 
ers in the east it was essential that 
the western men would have to join 
the strike movement. Mr. Tighe also 
appealed to the fealty of the men to 
the association; he urged them to be 
men and stand by their union. 
His 
remarks were received with enthusi­ 
asm and presaged the vote that fol­ 
lowed. 
This action will close the entire 
steel plant here, throwing out of em­ 
ployment nearly 
3.000 
men.
